RECENT OPTICAL | 
DISCOVERIES. 


"RELIABILITY or BRITISH. 
INSTRUMENTS. 


The génoral meetings in connec, 
tion with the Optical Convention, 
held ‘at the Imperial College . of 
Science “and Technology, South 
Kensington, began on Aprile 13, 
when a number of discussions took 
place on subjects connected with 
scientific research and the pro- 
gress of the optical industry. 
{Frank Dyson, president ‘of the 
‘convention, presided during: part 
of the morning session.. \ 


Mr.-B. S, Clay, « D.Sc, ogaye a 
brief ‘account of some.of the his- 
torically interesting instruments" } 
exhibited ‘at the ... convention. 
Among the - early. navigating 
instruments, he said, ‘they had an 
astrolabe supposed to have belong- 
It, 
was found in,1845 under a-rock 
on the northside of Combe Hill in 
the igland of Valencia, Co. Kerry. 
within viewrof the. place where 
three. vessels of the Armada werr. 
wrecked.’ The instrument was 
made heavy-at the bottom so that 
it would remain’ steady in ‘the 
wind. It was held-up by the ring’ 
and the swinging arm was ‘rotated 
unti] the. sun's image formed 
through the pinhole in one sight 
fe]l.on the other sight. Thus the 
sun’s meridian altitude on ‘that 
‘day . could ..-be determined, and 
from that, knowing its’ declina- 
tion, the latitude was determined. 
Among the quadrants was one by 
Bird on‘a pillar stand, said to have 
been used by Captain Cook.

Rugby, June 10. 
The third report of the Imperial 

Economic. Committee contains

It is the deliberate 
opinion of the Committee that the 
greater part of the fruit now de- 
rived from forcign countries-might 
at-no very distant dete, be obtain- 
cd from British sources overseas, 
The result of such expansion of 
markets in the Home country for 
Empire fruit would be seen . in 
the ‘corresponding: growth of 
British oyerseas markets’ for 
goods manufactured by the Home 
country.
